NYBODY can sce what went 
=2 wrong with the defence in 
today’s hond. If West had ied 
hearts, the  dofenders would 
huve taken the first three 
tricks, As it was, South made 
all thirteen tricks. 


The actual play requires little 
comment, South won the first 
trick in his hand with the queen 
of diamonds.

NURSING THE BABY 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


HALL the new mother 

nurse herWaby, or shall 
artifelal feeding be under- 
taken? This is a decision in 
which the doctor can merely 
be an adviser. 1f the new 
mother can but does not wish 
to nurse her baby, she and 
only she cun make the de- 
cision whether to guard the 
Baby's best interest, or to 
follow her own inelination. 
When women, as a rule, 
stayed home and kept house, 
more of them nursed their 
babies as a matter of course. 
Now that many work, ‘by 
choice or by necessity, the 
likelihood that a baby will 
be nurael is smaller. 

One fnct, often denied, is ¢s- 
tublished beyond reasonable 
doubt, Most women CAN nurse 
their babies, at least for a time, 
and at least partially, The 
instances where they can but 
should not, for their own 
health's sake, are few. 


NATURAL SAFETY 


One aspect of the decision 
not to nurse the baby Is tho 
efYect upen the baby. There was 
a time when the baby who was 
mursed had a much better 
chance of living than the ar- 
tifictally fed infant. He was bet- 
ter protected against life’s 
hazards in at least five ways, 


First, mother’s milk, taken 
direct from tho breast, was 
safer than the common run of 
marlcet milk 50 years or so ogo. 
Second, mother’s mile conferred

upen the nursing infant some 
of lhe jmmunity against disease 
acquired by the mother in her 
years of Hving, Third, . infant 
feedings by artificial means had 
not reached the present stage of 
effectivencss.
